Waukegan, May 19.—Chicago capi- 
talists, society leaders, golf enthus- 
iasts and staid professors who live in 
Lake county, today fa'ce the .possibil- 
ity of serving on a jury which is to try 
Will H. Orpet, young college student, 
for the murder of Miss Marion Lam- 
bert, his school girl sweetheart. 
Venire after venire of farmers and 
more, humble citizens of the county 
have been exhausted with small re- 
sults and toilay the court bailiffs in 
their search for prospective jurors said 
that if the jury was not soon com- 
pleted they would have to invade the 
estates of wealthy residents and pass 
by farmhouses and stores. When the 
examination of a new venire of 100 
men summoned yesterday was begun 
this morning, Judge C. H. Donnelly re- 
peated his caution to veniremen that 
they answer truthfully the'questions 
asked and warned them not to seek 
escape from jury service by expres- 
sion of trivial opinion. The court also 
announced that the literary test, the 
stumbling block which had sent many 
veniremen from the box, would be less 
rigorously enforced. 
Yeniremen will no longer be asked 
to define such words as hypothesis, 
irreconcilable, incontrovertable 
cir- 
cumlocution, which, since Monday 
haev led to the dismissal of many 
othewise apparently satisfactory jury- 
men.

"Ability to define words which are 
.not,oomnionly.used; -is -not -necessarily 
a proper test of understanding of a 
juror, nor of his ability to give a just 
and fair verdict," said the. court 
"The qualification of a juror is not 
to be determined 'by his' ability to de-

judge. "There are many words used 
in the trial—chemical words and legal 
phrases—'that the court cannot define

The iband had been organized by 
Atezutro Dominguez and1 .Pedro Cas- 
tillo, who announced their enmity for 
Americans and Carranzistas. Follow- 
ing the theft of a number of horses 
from the Hearst ranch 
for mounts, 
they began a sort of guerilla warfare. 
Employes of the ranch surprised the 
bandits m camp near the ranch Viejo 
The six prisoners were delivered to 
Carranzlsta .authorities at Madera. 
Among the dead were Dominguez 
and Castillo, the 
toll bringing the 
number of Villistas slain up to nearly 
250 since the American punitive ex- 
pedition was sent across the border 
about rune weeks ago. The cowboys 
captured-thirty horses, a number of 
riues .and other booty.

Washington, May 19.---Germany, con- 
sidering the submarine controversy 
with the United States closed, has de- 
termined to make no response to the 
last American note upon the subject. 
Information to this effect is contained 
in confidential advices received here 
from Berlin. 
The American note declared that the 
United States will reiy upon a scrup- 
ulous execution henceforth of the new 
altered policy of the imperial German 
government, such as will remove prin- 
cipal danger of an interruption of the 
good relations existing between the 
united States and Germany, and that 
the United States feeis it necessary to 
state that it takes it for granted that 
the imperial German government does 
not intend to imply that the mainte- 
nance of its newly announced policy Is 
in any way contingent upon the course 
or result of diplomatic negotiations 
between the government of the United 
States and any other belligerent gov- 
ernment. •

It was indicated at the state' depart- 
ment when the note was sent that the 
United States did not feel a reply was 
necessary and that should one not be 
forthcoming this government would 
consider Germany had acquiesced. 
With the apparent end of the subma- 
rine crisis and Germany's admonition

He is 
ex-president and professor emeritus of 
diseases of the eye and ear, Hahne- 
mann College, with which he has been 
connected since 1878.

NEED IN FACTORIES 


Madison, Wis., May 19.—Adequate 
lighting in Wisconsin factories would 
mean a saving of $300,000 annually in 
accident costs. This is the informa- 
tion contained in a letter sent to all 
the factories in Wisconsin today by 
the Wisconsin industrial- commission. 
The commission says that it intends 
to send a letter regularly to the man- 
ufacturers of the state showing them 
how to cut down their costs. 
"A leading American manufacturer 
has recently issued the following 
statement," declares the 
industrial 
commission letter today. "Census ex- 
perts state that 1 percent of the gross 
output of the factories of the United 
States in 1909 was spoilage, approxi- 
mating In value $160,000,000. It IB es- 
timated that 75 percent of this'spoil- 
age occurred under artificial light con- 
ditions. Experts agree that 25 per? 
cent of this spoilage could have been 
avoided if. adequate light had been 
provided,1 resulting in a saving- of ?2S,- 
125,000. Using the above figures as a 
basis, *500yOOO is lost by manufacturers 
each year in Wisconsin from spoilage 
caused by iiniprop«r light. 
"The Travelers' Insurance company 
recently-made a study of 90,000 acci- 
dents-occurring In industries. It-dis- 
covered that 23.8.percent were direct- 
ly caused by inadequate, light. Apply- 
ing this experience . to

about; 30,000 accidents would 
have

More Violent Fighting. 
Paris, May 19.—Violent lighting on 
a large scale was resumed on the Ver-i 
ciun front last night. Two fresh divi> 
sions of German troops attacked the 
French positions at A.vocourt Wood, 
and Hill 304, west of the Meuse. The 
war office announces the attacks in 
the main were unsuccessful although, 
the Germans obtained a footing in a 
small post south of-Hill 287. 
The Germans attempted to re-cap- 
ture the small fort on the northeast 
slope of Hill 304, which the French 
took on the preceding day, but their 
efforts failed. 
Infantry lighting was 
confined for the most part to the sec- 
tor west of the Meuse. East of the 
river, and in the Woevre, the artillery 
was active. 
The official statement says that the 
troops employed by the German,1* in 
their attacks had recently been sent 
to the Verdun front. 
Sub-lieutenant Navarre, one of the 
best known French aviators, who re- 
cently engaged in a light with five 
German aeroplanes, brought down his 
tenth machine in an aerial combat at 
Dolante, in the Argonne. 


Advance on Italians. 
Berlin, wireless to Sayville, May 19. 
—Austrian troops are continuing to 
advance at points on the Italian front, 
the.official statement of May IS, says, 
and although the Italians are under- 
taking vigorous counter-strokes, the 
Austrians crossed the Luan valley and' 
captured Costabella.

In the southern Tyrol, Austro-Hun- 
garian troops attacked and captured 
the frontier ridge of Maggio near As- 
tico and Leno valley, crossed the 
Luan valley southeast of Piazza and 
took Costabella: 
They repulsed sev- 
eral hostile attacks south of Moschere 
on the Zegnatorta. 
We yesterday captured more than/ 
nine hundred Italians, among whomu 
were twelve officers, and took, eighteen' 
cannon and machine guns. 


Deny Italian Reports. 
The official Italian reports of May 
16 and 17, state that the Austro-Hun- 
garlan losses in these engagements 
were enormous. 
These reports were invented in or- 
der to diminish-the impression made 
by the Italian retreat. The losses of 
the enemy can be estimated only by 
those held on the battlefield. 
The 
Italians are not in that position. The 
Austro-Hungarians, 
while 
appreci- 
ating at its full value the sacrifice of 
every brave soldier, are able to de- 
clare that the Austrian-Hungarian 
losses have been exceedingly small, 
thanks to the ability of the infantry, 
the powerful protection given by the 
artillery, and the experience in -war 
of the commanders.

For ten years it has been known to 
the medical profession that the auto- 
intoxication known as acidosis can be 
experimentally produced by feeding 
a diet free from alkaline salts, there- 
by causing the sulphuric and phos- 
phoric acids, elaborated by protein 
digestion, to. combine with the salts 
of the tissues, thus destroying them. 
It is also known to the medical pro- 
fsesion that nature, attempting 
tc 
neutralize these acid conditions, sets 
up a process in which ammonia is 
withdrawn from the urea to such an 
extent that the amount of "acetone 
bodies,' acetone, diacetic acid, and 
beta oxybutyric acid can be changed 
by it. 
These acetone bodies are .found in 
many diseases, including dibetes, .of 
which much will be said a little later. 
Ott and Crofton have shown that 
twenty times the normal amount ot 
calcium salts is excreted, in tubercu- 
losis. 
The complete withdrawal . of 
calcium destroys the defense of the 
tissues agianst the invasion ot the 
tubercle bacilli. 
It must be remembered that in tho 
withdrawal of calcium from refined 
food the salts of iron, phosphorus, 
magnesium, potassium, and the other 
indispensable food minerals are also 
automatically withdrawn for the rea- 
sno, as has already .been pointed out, 
that no one of these salts can be re- 
moved without also removing 
others. 
Commensurate with nature's ina- 
bility to obtain a calcium defense the 
tubercle bacilli colonize without re- 
striction. A normal calcium supply 
is indispensable to human life. Foods 
that are not processed or refined pro- 
vide this normal calcium supply. 
The crew of the Kronprinz Wilhelm 
was deprived of its calcium for a pe- 
riod of 255 days, which term ca'n now.

maximum length of life on a diet of 
such demineralized foods where there

I do not mean 
to eat canned foods at every meal, 
but frqeuently.

A. The best grades 
of 
canned 
foods may be advantageously used as 
a substitute for the fresh product, 
particularly during-periods when the 
fresh 'product cannot be obtained. It 
is in carrying ove the glut of the 
full season to the lean periods of the 
year that the canning industry per- 
forms a benevolent—I might 
even 
say necesary—function. 
It must be remembered that canned 
foods are by. no means superior to 
the fresh product, and in some re- 
spects are inferior. 
Any food or veg- 
etable that is canned in a glass con- 
tainer might be said to 
be 
Ideal. 
There are, however, fruits and veg- 
etables' which ought never 
to be 
canned in. tin on account of the ac- 
tion up'on the metal base. 
The canned foods which run dan- 
greously high in salts of 
tin 
and 
sheetiron, due to the contamination 
from the container, 
are 
rhubarb, 
pumpkin and beets. Canned rhubarb 
and pumpkin are in great favor with 
pie bakers. 
Those canned 
fruits 
which show 
moderate contamination with salts of 
tin are apple butter, asparagus, ref- 
tin are apple butter, asparagus, ref- 
ugee beans, red cherries, strawber- 
ries, blackberries, gooseberries, rasp- 
berries, cranberries, wax beans.

THE RIVER. 


Dame Nature has given Janesville 


the Rock river to add to its natural 
beauties. Flowing down between the 
hills into the Rock river valley, this 
stream in an early date was quite an 
important element in the history of 
the little community. 
It is today. 


Dammed, its water power furnishes 
both water and light to the communi- 
ty and turns the wheels of industry. 
Between the two dams lies a strip of 
water along which the banks 
are 


lined with unsightly refuse,.a careless, 
neglected portion of the city .as it 
were. It is unfortunate that this is 
true, but the.fact remains that it does 
•much to the disgrace of the city as a 
.-whole. Apparently there is no method 
iby which these river banks can be 
'cleaned and kept clean. 
Other com- 


munities see to 
it that conditions 


-similar to those that exist in Janes- 
ville are not permitted, but something 
in our charter, something in our form 
of government, something in laxity 
has occurred and no one seems to 
have the authority to compel proper- 
ty-owners to clean and keep clean, 
•and the property-owners do not do it 
on their own incentive. 


Above and below the dams the river 
stretches forth into beautiful courses. 
Navigation of small boats to up river 
cottages, picnic grounds and camping 
places gives an opportunity for an 
outing that many an inland city would 
envy. In the past few years the up- 
river country has grown wonderfully. 
The cottages that have sprung up like 
magic along its banks, are comforta- 
ble outing and recreation places and 
enjoyed by hundreds during the week- 
ends and oftentimes for entire weeks. 
One visitor traveling up the river for 
the first time in a launch exclaimed 
over the beauty and pronounced it as 
.beautiful as many stretches of the fa- 
bled Hudson. 


With this playground right at our 
doors why not enjoy it? Why not es- 
tablish a park on the banks of this 
stream that could be reached both by . 
boat and road, a public playground for] 
the citizens? Such an idea has been 
contemplated for many years, 
but 


nothing definite done. Why not take 
the project 
up now and carry it 


through to a successful termination? 


to the war. 
This fiction has been 


kept up now for two years, and the 
country is still being gravely assured 
that the democratic party would not 
impose war taxes if imports were nor- 
mal.

HITS SHOE PRICES 


Dealers Not to Bl»me—Decrease In 


Number of Cattle—Increaea in 


'•.••'Population. 


If when it comes time to purchase 
a pair of summer shoes or oxfords one 
finds that the price has materially in- 
creased, one need not cast auspicious 
glances 
at the . salesman. 
He can't 


help it. The increased price in shoe 
leather may be attributed in a large 
degree to conditions brought about by 
the ..war in Europe. Janesville, with 
other American cities, has been hit by 
the'increase in prices. 
', Every item 
that enters, into the 


making of a pair of shoes, including 
leather,'', linings, 
nails,, thread, etc., 
has increased in cost, owing to condi- 
tions arising out of the European war. 
Shortage of Cattle. 


Because of the war, the decrease in 
the number of cattle 
in the United 
States, and the increased population. 
the dememd lor leather has exceeded 
the supply. 
The blockade of certain 
ports has brought about an increase 
up to 1,000 per cent in the cost of tan- 
ning materials. 
The decreased sup- 


ply of raw 
skins has 
been brought 
about by curtailment of some of the 
supply 
centers 
sof 
Europe. 
The 
freight embargo of eastern railroads, 
.brought about because of a shortage 
of shipments for carrying, is another 
element contributing to the increase 
in the price of shoes. The exportation 
to Europe of large quantities of leath- 
er, increased marine freight and in- 
surance charges, directly due to the 
war, and the increased 
leather con- 
sumption at home are contributing 
factors. 


Increases Are Shown. 
Calf leather for men's shoes that 
sold for 29 cents per square foot in 
June, 1915, in April of ihis year sold 
for 45 cents. 
The increase in bl£ck 
gun metal finish leather for the same 
period was from 29 to 40 cents. 
In 
representative lines 
of fashionable 
colored kid the price per square foot 
in July, 1916, was 40 cents, as against 
60 cents in April, 1916. In this per- 
iod the increase in the price of glazed 
kid, 
a/verage 
grade, used 
in men's 


shoes, was from 17 to 26 cents. 
For 
men's shoes retailing at $4.50 and ?5, 
the price of leather per square foot 
was 22 cents in July, 1915, as against 
30. cents 
in April. 
On • low 
grade 
light weight, entering into women's 


i shoes, the increase was from 13 cents 
; to 22 cents. 
In 
October, 1915, the 
price per square foot for full chrome 
side leather, 
mien's weight, was 24 
cents' was increased to 32 cents'in 
April. 
On a 
representative line of 
chrome side leather for the same per- 
iod the increase was from 29 to !io 
cents. Sheep leather, suitable for lin- 
ings and 
toppings 
of men's 
and 


women's shoes, sold per square foot 
for 8% cents in July, 1915, as aigaints 
12 cents sin April. 
Many similar increases 
might be 
quoted. For instancy, in three months 
there was a 50 per cent increase in 
the price of shoe buttons and a 30 per 
cent increase in the price of eyelets 
was brought about in two months. 


Urged to Buy Now. 
Local merchants ssy that the prices 
will continue to go up and urge the 
public to do their buying now. All 
shoe dealers agree that the increase 
in prices is a condition that is not 
healthy for the retail business and will 
welcome ci drop in price just as readily 
as will the consumer.

Yet it-will be readily appre- 
ciated that if a defective stroke causes 
loss of speed and energy over a course 
of moderate length the double loss will 
increase proportionately the farther 
one goes. 


It is well in training to swim no 


farther than one mile, as a rule. One 
may then accustom the muscles to the 
wanted action without danger of draw- 
ing too heavily on one's resources, and 
when it comes to attempting a particu- 
larly hard feat the stored fund of en- 
ergy will stand one in good stead. Of 
course it is ndvistible at intervals to 
try out thoroughly cue's stamina, but 
this should be- dono rarely, and never 
within a week or less of a riice or im- 
portant test.

•i-y.XT—God did tempt Abraham.—Q«n. 


ilotl cnnnot be tempted with evil, 


and neither does he tempt any man 


to do evil. 
Yet 


God tries his own 
from time.to time 
to strengthen their 
faith and ao give 
them more of him- 
self and lead them 
into deeper and 
richer 
spiritual 


experience. 
He 


expressly says in 
the book of James, 
"Blessed is the 
man that endur- 
eth 
temptation, 


for when he is 
tried he shall re- 
ceive the crown of 
life." 
Abraham 


had been tried by the Lord many 
limns, hut this last supreme trial has 
tome characteristics which are com- 
mon to many Christians' experience. 


Unexpected. 


It is said that "after these things 


God did try Abraham'." After a life 
jtfurney of nearly one hundred and 
twenty-five years. After all the experi- 
ences wlii oh were packed into his life. 
After the birth and coming to age of 
the promised son. At a time when it 


ft(:ou](1 perhaps seem as though the life 
'••Vvas completed and only needing the 


final touch of being taken away from 
the scene aroundvhira. He may have 
felt that now he could rest a .little.in 
bis old age and, like Job, "die in hia 
nest." But there never is perfection 
in this life and therefore the training 
is never done. Today's goal .is but the 
starting point for tomorrow. Many of 
the Lord's people come to a time when 
they feel as though their life were com- 
plete. 
They have come over rough 


j-aths and hard ways. Trying1 experi- 
ences have been met, but it seems that 
these are all in the past and now, hav- 
ing passed them, they settle down as 
though there were an end of the test- 
Ings and they had come to rest. But 
suddenly, in sweeps a harder test than 


t any oefore. It comes all unexpected. 


Or they think they have conquered 
some part of the old nature and need 
not watch it longer. Then one day 
Uiere comes the fierce attack, unlocked 
for and unexpected.. But blessed is the 
n;an that endureth the unexpected 
temptation. 


Unexplained. 


As far as the record goes, the "Lord 


.cave Abraham no word of explanation 
concerning the offering up of Isaac. 
Cod simply told l»lm to take his son 
whom ho loved and'ofter hlm'a burnt 
offering. 
Abraham was human, like 


ourselves, so we can readily believe 
that into his mind, as ao often into our 
own. there sprang the question; Why? 
\\'e desire to know so much cf the 
Lord's doings before we are ready to 
obey him. What.a mark of unconscious 
unbelief it is when we try to inquire as 
to why God does this or that in his 
dealings with ns. He applies the test 
and '.hen, before we meet it, we want 
to know the "why" for it. We show so 
tnncn of distrust when hanging back 
from doing as he says because we do 
not understand. But God's trials are 
not all explained. He seldom lets us

THE CRIPPLE AT LYSTRA. 


If there was one person above 
another that might be excused from 
going to hear OPaul preach, it was-that 
nameless unfortunate, the cripple at 
Lystra. Perhaps unlike his fellow at 
the Gate Beautiful, he was not a pub- 
lic mendicant. If so, he would natur- 
ally shrink from the display of his in- 
firmity. Again, he might say: "The 
throng will be.sure to press between 
me and the speaker, so.-as to ma-r my 
pleasure"; or, "I have too little phy- 
sical strength to endure the strain of 
listening to 
the 
discourse." -' Much 


smaller hindrances than club-feet and 
withered limbs keep people away 
from the courts of the Lord's house 
today. * * » * But none 0( ,theae 
things deterred him. The text says, 
'The same heard Paul speak"; but it 
should read, "He kept hearing Paul 
speak." 
His hearing -was not acci- 


dental, but designed; not occasional, 
but continuous. He said to 
friends 
each morning: "Carry me to where I 
can hear this stranger speak." There 
he sat, day after day, his beaming 
countenance seeming to say,-"Tell me 
more about Jesus." No captious ques- 
tions were on his lips. He was like a 
little child—docile, trustful, loving. 
He was of the kind the kingdom is 
made of. He took the gospel in just 
as the tree does the 
wedge-shaped 


twig, after the arboriculturist's incis- 
ion. 
He received with meekness the 


ingrafted word. * * * * Paul kept 
his eye upon his hopeful hearer. He 
poured forth the story of the healing 
miracles of Jesus—how he cleansed 
lepers, made the blind see, the deaf 
hear, and even the lame walk. 
At 


length he read the unmistakable signs 
in the poor man's countenance that 
he had faith, ..not as our version has 
it, to be healed; but as-in the orig- 
inal, to be saved, soul and body. Then 
Paul cried, "Stand upright!" "Neither 
the apostle nor the cripple was disap- 
pointed. His moral and' physical mal- 
adies were gone at the same instant. 
| * * * * Paul in his missionary 
journeys touched human life in a great 
! variety of conditions—refined and un- 
refined, educated and illiterate. 
In 
this instance he came in contact with 
the wild fanaticism of a rustic credul- 
ity. They had a tradition that Jupi- 
ter and Mercury had once, in human 
form, visited. their' country, whose 
very name perpetuated the legend. The 
people failed to recognize them and do 
them reverence, and were punished by 
having their city bufned 
up, 
and 
their king changed into a wolf. -The 
Lyatrians 'of Paul's day proposed to 
be smarter than their ancestors. They 
hasten to offer divine homage. Here 
comes the priests with garlanded oxen. 
Paul is taken unawares. All the talk 
about the gods -has been in the ver- 
nacular, into which the people had 
fallen in the intensity of their feeling. 
Neither what they were saying, nor 
what they intended, was understood. 
* * * * Unlike Herod in the amphi- 
theater at Cesarea under similar cir- 
cumstances, the apostles enter their 
vehement disclaimer: "Stop! we are 
only men, exactly like yourselves. Our 
very object in coming is to turn away 
from the vain figments of Jupiter and 
Mercury, to serve the God that really 
lives, whose handiwork is all about 
us in heaven, earth, and sea; who up 
to this time has let you follow your 
own course, not having given you a 
written revelation as be did the He- 
brews, but has not left himself alto- 
gether without a witness in nature." 
* * 
* * There is a sudden, com- 


plete revulsion of feeling in the multi- 
tude, illustrating well the fickleness 
of degenerate humanity. As once the 
cry, "Crucify!" followed sharply that 
of "Hosannah!" in 
the 
streets of 


Jerusalem, so now stones take 
the 


place of roses. In the long inventory 
of his sufferings, Paul says: 
"Once 


was I stoned." 


THE TEACHER'S LANTERN. 
We have here a remarkable instance 


of Paul's extemporaneous tact in ad- 
dressing himself to his ever 
shifting 
auditory. 
He quotes no Hebrew 


Scripture to. these rustics of the 
"Wolf-land," but cites them 
to the 


book of nature open before their eyes, 
and fastens the conviction upon them 
that they were' not doing as well as 
even it taught them.

SPAIN IS-SUFFERING MUCH 


FROM THE ECONOMIC STRAIN 


[nt ASSOCIATED PUKSEI.] 


Madrid, May 19.—Spain, in spite of 
her remoteness from the present con- 
flict and of the cordial relations which 
sbe continues to maintain with all 
the belligerents, is beginning to suf- 
fer .from the economic strain of the 
war. 
During the last month there 
have t>e.en strikes or threats1 of strikes 
in evory district qf the country. Jn 
Satalonia, in Valencia, at Lt Union, 
and Logrono there have been serious 
distrbances caused by high prices and 
unemployment. 
• . 
In Cordoba the mayor 
assembled 
workmen and 'their families to the 
number of 10,000 in the bull ring and 
gave to each a ration of. food. 
The 
distress Is said to be widespread and 
likely to increase. The scarcity of 
foodstuffs and other articles cannot 
.easily be relieved by imports 
from 
abroad, owing to the rise in. freight 
rates. 
Tne farmers, arid especially the Vint) 
growers, are in need of sulphate of 
copper for their crops. 
If this sul- 
phate of copper is not forthcoming 
the vines will die of mildew and a 
prosperous industry, representlnf more 
than a third of the total wealth of the 
nation, will! be mined. 
.For want of steam coal, many blast 
furnaces, foundries and factories are 
workin,g on short time; some threaten 
.to close and some have close already. 
Fishing trawlers in Santona cannot 
put to sea for want of coal. To nave 
the fishing industry from' ruin 2,'JOO 
tons of coal per month are said to be 
required, while the whole of Spanish 
industrial needs for the next twelve 
months could be met by 1,500,000 tons.

BRITISH RESERVES 


WILL WIN THE WAR 


LORD DERBY AVERS 


It's a Matter of Sticking It Out to the 


End, 
Declares British War 


'Secretary. 


[SPECIAL TO IHB GAZETTE] 


London, May 19—"It is a question 
of sticking it out, and' we'll stick it 
out to the end. This war is today a 
matter of army reserves and England 
can Iproduce more reserves than Ger- 
many, which country is DOW calling 
up her seventeen and eighteen year 
olds. England's supply of adequate re- 
serves is a mathematical certainty." 
In this manner, in an interview at 
the war office,. Lord Derby, undoubt- 
edly the • most human lord who fiver 


wore a title, told why England will 
win her war. 
Erect and six feet tall, with ruddy 
cheeks under a pair of searching eyes, 
and 
brown hair which is hardly 
touched with gray despite his fifty 
y-ears, Lord Derby is of the strenuous 
type. 


He speaks with an air of finality 


and makes you believe ..what he is 
talking about. 
He overwhelms you 
courteously. He answers 
interroga- 
tives "right off the bat." 
He looks 
at you as if you were' human—like 
himself—and what he says is not easy 
to pick to pieces. 
Recruits Brave as "Tommies." 
Germany's argument that the "Der- 
by recruit," picked from civil life, will 
never be the traditional British sol- 
dier, brings denials from Lord Derby. 
He said: 


"The old armies/the men who were 
trained before this war, are gone. But 
the recruits who have answered the 
call of voluntary service, the group 
system, are just as -brave.- As a rule 
they are better educated. 
"They .will train quicker, they- will 
flght as well and stay as long. They 
are an admirable substitute • for the 
regular British "Tommy." 'There' is 
no doubt about the loyalty of British 
manhood. 


"The trouble has been that no one 
| but Lord Kitchener thought this war 
would be a long war. -The men have 
held back, but now they are waking 
up. . It will be a negligible quantity 
that fails to report before conscrip- 
tion comes and they'll be fetched." 
Twelve groups of Derby recruits, in- 
cluding married and single men, are 
now., in training at Folkstone. 
Other 
groups have been called up. 
Many Will Go to Colonies. 


' "Do/you think these men who have 
left office work and indoor pursuits 
will return to that life after the war?" 
Lord Derby was asked. 
"I doubt it," he responded. "Thou- 
sands of them probably will flock to 
the open air life of the colonies, but 
we aren't worrying for a minute about 
that. They'll conve back. 
That has 
already been illustrated. 
"They have flocked to us in this .war 
from all parts of the world. I think 
you would call this wonderful patriot- 
ism." 
Lord Derby was not a novice at en- 
listing and training army recruits even 
before the war. 
Fo ryears he has 
been a leading officer in the Lanca- 
shire territorials association, a volun- 
teer organization similar to the Ameri- 
can militia. In this pre-war training, 
to use his lordship's own words: 
"I'val trained four battalions in my 
own back yard." He didn't 
stop to 
mention that his "own iback 'yard" la 
an English country park, in fact, a 
comparatively miscrocopic section of 
66,000 acres his lordship owns in Lan- 
cashire. 


Urges Military'Training. 
Military training for every man in 
England would be an asset to the na- 
tion, according to Lord Derby. As a 
simple illustration he mentioned that 
battalions 
of recruits 
are at first 
equipped with three sizes of uniforms, 
small, medium and large. 
After 
three months' training Ihe 
large sizes become the medium, the 
medium the small, and even a size 
larger than the largest must be sub- 
stituted. He added: 
"Military training goves men more 
height, breadth of chest, and weight. 
It strengthens them and makes better 
men of them. 
"When 
will 
the war end?" was 
asked. 
•'That is something I cannot say," 
Lord 'Derby concluded. "But you may 
rest assured that no matter how long 
it lasts, England can outstrip Germany 


in the matter of army reserves. 
• "Germany's, long battle lines must 
be taking a terrible toll of her men. 
England is 'just beginning to get into 
the game with vigor."
